Joseph Ca v ia , of St. Fra ncois couu- 
y, got ninety-nine yea rs in the pen- 
teniia ry Tuesda y a t the ha nds of the 
Missouri supreme court. 
He wa s conv icted of killing Sa m­ 
uel a nd Edwa rd Ga nn a t a fourth of 
July celebra tion a t Knoblick in 1904. 
Ga v in’s defense wa s tha t he w'a s 
ma rsha l of the town, but there wa s 
no ev idence a t the tria l tha t he ha d 
jeen a ppointed by a nyone in a uthor- 
ty, while on the other ha nd the sta te 
prov ed tha t the town ha d been dis- 
ncorpora ted prior to the homlcldo by 
a n order of the county court. 
The crime resulted from a qua rrel 
on the da ncing floor, in w'hich Ed­ 
wa rd Ga nn a nd Bert Willia m.^ were 
the pa rticipa nts. 
Ga v in ordered them to stop qua r­ 
reling. As he a dv a nced iow'a rd Ga nn 
he drew his rev olv er a nd shot him, 
inflictinff a morta l wround from which 
he died. He then turned his pistol 
up o n Sa muel Ga nn, firing four shots, 
two of w'hich took effect a nd produc­ 
ed dea th. 
The supreme couru sa ys 
the ev idence wa s sufficient to wa r­ 
ra nt the v erdict.
